REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Town’s Annual Report serves to provide residents, voters and others interested in our towna 
good source of information on the town’s financial matters and programs; various department, board 
and committee activities, as well as a retrospective on events of the past year and a look into our 
town’s future. 


As the town report also serves future generations as a historical document detailing issues faced and 
decisions made, our report highlights some of the issues, activities and concerns addressed by 
Selectmen during this past year. We also encourage you to read the other individual reports 
included in this annual accounting to gain a better sense of the “state of our town”. 


e Of great concern to the Board of Selectmen in early 2007 were proposals by Cheshire County 
to construct a new jail facility. In addition to concerns about the long term financial 
ramifications of any decision by the County Delegation to build a new correctional facility, 
several sites initially considered were located in portions of our town designated for 
commercial and/or industrial development. After several public meetings, and with the 
support of many town residents, attention of the County moved toward a site for this new 
facility in Keene (on Route 101). Since then, the County has issued bonds for this project and 
is moving forward to construct a new correctional facility at an estimated cost of $37 million. 

e Recognition of challenges facing the town’s fire department resulted in Selectmen spending 
much time focused on this service area. Following efforts of a working group (that included 
company captains) that began in 2006, Selectmen adopted a policy defining the fire 
department’s organizational structure and various positions within the department. The need 
for a “leadership team” and clear chain of command resulted in the structure being expanded 
to include a deputy chief. Proceeding forward with implementing this new policy was initially 
delayed due to leadership changes in the department in March that necessitated recruiting a 
new part time fire chief. With the goal in mind of seeking voters consent to establish a full 
time fire chief’s position at Town Meeting 2008, Selectmen appointed Robert A. Symonds, Jr. 
as interim part time fire chief in July. By fall, part of the long term strategy to better support 
the administrative core of the department was completed with appointment of Mick Sanchez 
as part time deputy fire chief. Recruitment of captains, including the new position of fire 
prevention captain, was underway as 2007 came to aclose. When complete, attention will 
turn to the lieutenants’ positions. These initial recruitment efforts have been focused on the 
short term need to better support the administrative/management core of this department 
(which is by far the town’s largest with more than 65 employees) and charged with the 
responsibility of providing effective fire suppression, prevention and emergency medical 
services to our town of more than 7,200. A full time manager (full time fire chief) has become 
necessary if we wish to have a department that is prepared and proactively addresses the 
challenges faced by our growing community and can provide the support needed to ensure 
that our volunteer firefighters and emergency medical personnel can be successful (and safe) 
in fulfilling their vocation to serve our town. 

e Implementing the decision to remove the Homestead Woolen Mill dam in the west village 
continues to move forward as NH Department of Environmental Services consultants prepare 
plans for its removal and reconstruction of the river channel. Selectmen reviewed several 
alternatives for river channel reconstruction aimed at ensuring stability of this section of the 
river once the dam is removed, urging state officials to proceed with those that result in 
preservation of higher water levels to reduce the threat of scouring around the Thompson 
Covered Bridge’s center pier and abutments. Working with officials at NHDOT, a federal 
grant of $ 344,000 to assist with the cost of scour reduction was obtained through a Federal 
Highway Historic Preservation program. These funds will be partnered with funds raised (at 
Town Meeting 2006) and funds in capital reserve to implement scour reduction measures 
aimed at protecting the historic covered bridge. 

e Reconstruction of the West Street Bridge is now complete. Attention now turns to 
replacement of the culvert bridge on Cobble Hill Road (crossing California Brook) scheduled 
for construction funding through the New Hampshire Department of Transportation’s 








(NHDOT) Municipal Bridge Aid program in 2010. Warmac Road bridge weight limit was 
downgraded by NHDOT to 6 ton in the fall resulting in the Selectmen’s decision to pledge 
funds in the capital reserve fund for town bridges toward its replacement, placing it in the 
municipal bridge aid program funding queue. Utilizing construction cost estimates for these 
2 bridges (prepared by NHDOT based on 2003 and 2007 costs) commits the bulk of the fund’s 
balance. To replenish the account (and ensure sufficient funds are on hand when 
construction of the bridges occurs in 2010 and later) led to increasing the requested 
appropriation for 2008. Due to the passage of time, actual construction costs are expected to 
be higher than initial state estimates and one more town bridge, on Christian Hill Road, still 
requires rehabilitation. 

e Major road reconstruction work was initiated on Webber Hill Road and portions of West Street 
(west of the new bridge) in 2007 and placement of final course pavement on Base Hill Road 
and the section of Ash Hill Road (adjacent to the Route 10 corridor) was completed. 

e Supporting the efforts of the Open Space Committee resulted in Selectmen conducting several 
public hearings to enable the town to participate in transactions to place conservation 
easements over several significant parcels in our town. Protection of 369 acres in the Martin 
Brook watershed, with 220 acres in Swanzey, is complete and work is moving forward to 
protect much of the Johnson Farm in the east village. In these efforts the town has partnered 
with the Monadnock Conservancy. 

e Financial and operational stability of the Carpenter Home, the town’s assisted living facility, 
has continued. The Home’s Special Revenue fund again ended the year in a positive cash 
position for the third year in a row and resident census has remained fairly stable. 
Replacement of the septic system was completed during the summer with the talents of the 
town’s Department of Public Works (assisted by Northeast Soils & Sitework) contributing to 
the project’s success. Prioritization of roof work is under way and replacing the home’s boiler 
system is also being considered in 2008. Trust fund income generated by bequests granted to 
benefit the home are the anticipated funding source for these expected facility improvements. 


Our town’s population continues to grow and is currently estimated by Office of State Planning at 
7,214. Swanzey’s population density is set at 160.4 persons per square mile as compared to 
Cheshire County’s high of 613.7 persons per square mile in Keene versus a low of 19.6 persons per 
square mile in Stoddard. Development, although at a slower pace than 2006, continues to increase 
the responsibilities of town departments. 


In addition to electing town officials and considering zoning amendments, the official ballot asks the 
voters to approve funding articles recommended by Selectmen including the town’s operating budget, 
funding for various capital reserve and expendable trust accounts, authorization and funding to 
lease 3 police cruisers and establish as full time, the position of fire chief. These recommended 
appropriations are expected to increase the town portion of the tax rate less than 25 cents. In 
addition, approval to change the selection method of Old Home Day Committee members and the 
town’s treasurer is sought. We urge voters to take advantage of the opportunity to exercise their 
voice in the decision making process. A favorable vote on these articles will allow us to continue to 
provide to the town necessary services and position ourselves to address the challenges of the future. 
Voting will take place at the Christian Life Fellowship Church, 211 Whitcomb Road and polls will be 
open from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. 


Key to meeting the future challenges facing Swanzey is the support of its residents. Much of what 
happens in our town is dependent upon volunteer efforts. If you have an interest - sports, hiking, 
biking, history, public safety, gardening, reading, working with kids or the elderly - we can use you! 
The efforts of volunteers, board, committee and commission members, firefighters, rescue and 
emergency management personnel, as well as the efforts of all employees in all the Town’s 
departments will allow future challenges to become opportunities.

TOWN HALL 





Town Hall staff provides a vital link between citizens, part time officials, town departments and 
numerous boards and committees in addition to the services accessed by residents on a day to day 
basis. Many of the calls and queries received are from residents and other seeking information 
regarding other town departments, properties in town, state and local regulations or activities 
occurring in the region. Some of the direct services provided at town hall include vehicle registration, | 
dog licensing, vital records and related licenses, assessment and land use inquiries, payment of taxes 
and sewer and water bills. If you have any questions regarding Town government, please call the 
Town Hall at 352-7411. 





The Town Hall has a variety of activities that are “on- going”, such as Home Health Care’s monthly 
blood pressure clinics, representatives from State and Federal government holding “office hours’, and 
the Town’s various boards and committees holding meetings and public hearings. This, combined 
with the Town’s regular government daily functions, makes the Town Hall a very busy place during 
both the day and evening. One means to obtain information about activities of your town’s 
government, is the town’s web site www.town.swanzey.nh.us. Town Hall staff maintains the site and 
encourage town residents use it as a tool to access information about what is happening both at 
Town Hall and around town. Minutes of various boards and committees of the town, ordinances and 
regulations, employment opportunities, committee and board vacancies and other news events 
related to the town can be accessed at the site 24/7. 


Town Hall experienced some staffing changes during 2007 in the Finance Office. The close of Town 
Meeting 2007 marked the retirement of long-time Town Treasurer Roger Conway and the election of 
W. Walter Hutwelker III to this position. Due to increasing activity, and the need to ensure back up 
for the town’s accounting functions that are essential to operation of all of the town’s departments, a 
part time finance office assistant’s position was created. 


While 2007 was a quiet year for elections, 2008 began with the Presidential Primary. This election, 
held in early January was the first of 4 planned elections this year. Swanzey had high voter turnout 
for this election, something we hope continues for this year’s 3 remaining scheduled elections to be 
held on March 11th, September 9th and November 4't. With conversion of the town’s checklist into 
the statewide database completed in 2007, voters are encouraged to check their voter information on 
this list by stopping by Town Hall or by taking a few minutes at the polls (as they exit). Applications 
to amend party affiliations, register as a Swanzey voter or report a change of address can be filed 
with the Town Clerk’s Office or during an election or checklist correction session held by the 
Supervisors of the Checklist (who are charged with processing applications and maintaining the 
town’s checklist). 


The staff would like to thank the Old Homestead Garden Club for their hard work in maintaining the 
gardens at Town Hall and the other public gardens in town and to the Swanzey Girl Scouts and 
Brownies for decorating the hall for the holiday season. We would also like to thank the Public 
Works Department for their assistance in decorating the hall for Old Home Day, Memorial Day, and 
the 4th of July. 


By participating in town government, each and every citizen makes Swanzey a better place. Your 
input, efforts and support is needed for the many community events and projects that make Swanzey 
special.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board consists of 10 members - all of whom are volunteers. Six are elected, one isa 
Selectmen’s representative and three are appointed as alternate members. The Board meets on the 
first and third Thursdays of each month at 7:00 p.m. at Town Hall. The public is always welcome 
and encouraged to attend. In addition, questions regarding Planning Board matters may be directed 
to Town Planner Sara Carbonneau at the Town Hall (352-7411) or via e-mail at 
scarbonneau@town.swanzey.nh.us. Agenda and minutes of the Planning Board can be found on the 
Town’s website at www.town.swanzey.nh.us. 


During the past year, the Board addressed the typical range of applications; from home occupations 

to major subdivisions and everything in between. Of particular note were a 25 lot cluster subdivision 
on Talbot Hill, an art gallery in Westport Village, a day care center on Route 32 and a furniture store 

and a birthing center on Route 10. 


This year the Board also heard from representatives from the Heading for Home Coalition, a group 
dedicated to addressing the need for affordable workforce housing in the Monadnock region. In 
addition, Doug Cygan from the N.H. Department of Agriculture spoke to the Board about the 
identification and control of invasive plants. 


Toward the end of 2007, the Board reviewed proposed zoning amendments. Eight amendments will 
be submitted to the voters in March 2008. Detailed information about these amendments can be 
found on the Town’s website. In addition, Town Planner Carbonneau is available to answer any 
questions regarding the amendments. 


The Planning Board would like to acknowledge the hard work of the Conservation Subdivision 
Working Group - a subcommittee established by the Board to update the Town’s cluster zoning 
provisions. This group consists of Scott Self, Victoria Barlow, Deb Crowder and Tiffany Mannion, 
with staff support provided by Sara Carbonneau. Amendments to the existing cluster zoning 
provisions have been proposed to voters for consideration at the polls in March and it is anticipated 
that amendments to the subdivision regulations will follow in late March. 


Finally, there are many opportunities to serve your Town in a volunteer capacity. Membership 
vacancies on various Boards and Committees occasionally arise and are posted on the Town’s 
website (in addition to the regularly elected positions). For further information of volunteer 
opportunities, please contact either Sara Carbonneau or Beth Fox at Town Hall (352-7411).

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) meets on the 3™ Monday of each month at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Town Hall with the exception of February when it meets on the 2"4 Monday. Notices of public 
hearings are posted at the Town Hall and the two post offices. In addition, notices are published in 
the Keene Sentinel and sent by certified mail to all abutters. Agendas and minutes are available for 
review at the Town Hall or on the Town’s website at www.town.swanzey.nh.us 


The function of the ZBA is to consider applications from property owners for the following: requests 
for variances, requests for special exceptions; appeals from administrative decisions and requests for 
equitable waivers from dimensional requirements. The actions and powers of zoning boards are 
strictly controlled by New Hampshire law. For example, criteria for granting variances have been 
established by New Hampshire case law. All towns must utilize that exact criteria and only if the 
applicant meets all the criteria, the variance must be granted. 


The Swanzey Zoning Ordinance is available on the Town’s website at www.town.swanzey.nh.us The 
Swanzey Zoning Ordinance was adopted in 1947 and numerous amendments to the ordinance have 
been made throughout the years. When zoning amendments are proposed, public hearings are held 
by the Planning Board in order to solicit input. For any zoning amendment to be adopted, it must be 
voted on by the citizens of the Town. The ZBA encourages Swanzey residents to take an active role in 
the development of regulations that affects each and every one of you.

CODE ENFORCEMENT DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Code Enforcement Department currently consists of the Code Enforcement Officer and the Fire 
Inspector. The Code Enforcement Officer holds regular office hours on Tuesdays from 9 am to noon, 
Wednesday evenings from 7 to 8:30 pm, and Thursdays from 9 am to noon. Inspections and 
consultations are scheduled on an as requested basis. 


The Code Enforcement Department is responsible for the review and issuance of building permits, as 
well as conducting inspections during construction and issuing certificates of occupancy. In 
addition, the Code Enforcement Officer is charged with the responsibility of investigating and 
enforcing code and zoning violations, as well as reviewing for compliance with approved site plans. 
During the 2007 calendar year, the Code Enforcement Department issued 175 building permits. The 
estimated value of construction during 2007 was $9,105,291. 


Building in Swanzey has also been effected by new state laws-specifically the adoption of what is 
referred to as the “Statewide Building Code.” The Statewide Building Code 2006 includes the 
International Building, Plumbing, Mechanical, and Energy Conservation Codes as well as the 
National Electrical Code 2005, all impacting commercial construction. In addition, the State adopted 
the International Residential Code for modular housing. “Stick-built” residential housing in Swanzey 
is regulated by the International Residential Code 2006 with minor amendments. These codes run 
hundreds of pages long, are very detailed, and require expertise and training in their administration.

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SWANZEY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The trend of the past few years has continued; the increase in residential and commercial 
growth in Cheshire County was evident on the demands of the Swanzey Police Department 
in 2007. As in the past several years, we experienced the pattern of increased criminal 
activity and calls to the Department which has placed added demands on all of our staff. 


We continue to investigate many serious and complex cases which take a great deal of time 
and effort. We continued to see the affect the growing heroin problem in Cheshire County 
has placed on not only law enforcement, but families affected by loved ones becoming 
addicts. The heroin problem is wide spread and it has been the root cause of many of our 
most serious cases. It plagues many families as well as the crime victims it creates. 


2007 also brought many changes to the Swanzey Police Department. We had three officers 
leave the department, one who left for a patrolman position in another Cheshire County 
police department for higher pay, our SRO who became Police Chief in Fitzwilliam and an 
officer who left law enforcement all together. These three vacancies were unanticipated and 
their loss created a large void in the organization. The voters had also authorized creating a 
new position in our department that also needed to be filled. It took two hiring processes, 
but we were extremely fortunate to hire four outstanding individuals to fill these positions. 
Our newest members of the Swanzey Police Department are: School Resource Officer James 
Fisher and Officers Mary Ioannou, John Melia and Jason Yarosz. Officers loannou and 
Yarosz graduated from the police academy at the end of November, and after completing 
their field training program will be assigned to patrol. Officer Melia is scheduled to attend 
the police academy beginning in April 2008 with a June 27' graduation. 


These unanticipated vacancies, as well as the complexity of our case load, stretched our 
available resources to the max and I! want to publicly commend our staff for doing a terrific 
job under demanding conditions. 


We also faced additional challenges earlier in the year. In January, our Regional Prosecutor 
tendered his resignation after five years in the position. This valuable program has been 
administratively managed by the Swanzey Police Department for the past six years and it 
served eight Cheshire County towns. His unanticipated departure created a major crisis, 
not only to Swanzey, but the other participating departments. For the past couple of years 
we had been planting seeds to the Cheshire County Commissioners that this Regional 
Prosecutor program has grown to eight towns and would be better suited to be managed by 
the County, rather than a local municipality. We also realized that the program had been 
reaching maximum capability and was stretching at the seams prior to our RPA’s 
resignation. Through hard work and a concerted effort by the County Commissioners, the 
Cheshire County Attorney’s Office and the Town of Swanzey, we transitioned the RPA 
Program to the County Attorney’s Office in March 2007. The transition has gone relatively 
smoothly. The new program has benefited the participating towns, the County Attorney’s 
Offices well as the victims of crime by allowing for vertical prosecution within the Keene 
District Court and Superior Court. This was a major step forward in providing quality 
prosecutions in the county. 


During the past year we’ve continued to strive to improve our customer service. We 
continue to regularly visit our schools, interacting with both the staff and the students ina 
positive manner. We stand behind our Department’s Core Values: Fairness, Compassion, 
and Integrity. Our Core Values are the key to how we deliver our services. 


Our officers continue to attend professional development and advanced training programs to 
help us stay on the leading edge of law enforcement technology and concepts. The Swanzey 
Police Department believes strongly in being a “team player.” We continue to focus on 
working harmoniously with other town departments to improve the quality of life in 
Swanzey. 


I am very proud to be a member of the Swanzey Police Department. Swanzey is fortunate to 
have caring and conscientious personnel in their police department. I would like to thank 
each and every one of our officers and support staff for their work ethic and job 
performance. I encourage members of the community to get to know their police officers. I 
look forward to citizens stopping by the station, asking questions, and learning what we do. 
I believe it is important for us to have a partnership with the community we serve. | think 
they will like what they see and hear. Our officers help keep Swanzey a safe community to 
reside in and in which to do business in. It is, however, a very busy community with regard 
to police activities and demands. The following is some statistical information with regard to 
incidents the department handled in 2007.

SWANZEY FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This year can be described as a year of change for the Swanzey Fire Department. We have 
added the position of Deputy Chief and are in the process of filling the positions of captains 
and lieutenants with a system of appointments based on a candidate’s experience and 
training. This process requires a letter of interest, resume, and oral interviews and replaces 
the previous process that elected persons to these positions for a three year term. Another 
position that will be added is that of Fire Prevention Captain. This will be a staff officer’s 
position focused on fire inspections, prevention programs for the schools, as well as some 
programs for all of the citizens of Swanzey. 


As captain of the West Swanzey Fire Station I accepted the bulk of the administrative 
workload when Sylvester Karasinski relinquished his role as Fire Chief in March. I was 
appointed Interim Volunteer Fire Chief by the Board of Selectmen in July. Since that time I 
have been working to create an atmosphere of cooperation between the town’s three fire 
stations. I started, even before my appointment to Fire Chief, by having all three stations 
train together one evening each month. In the past each station was responsible for its own 
training which usually included only the members assigned to that station. This situation 
often resulted in the stations doing things their own way, which could potentially create 
some confusion at an emergency scene. My goal as Fire Chief is to create a team of 
professionals able to go to any of the three fire stations, not just the station they are 


assigned to, and perform the required task with the equipment that is available at that 
station. 


We have ordered a new fire engine from Pierce Manufacturing Company and it should be 
delivered in July of 2008. This apparatus will go to the East Swanzey Fire Station. I would 
like to thank the members of the East Station who put in a great deal of time and effort to 
create a high quality piece of fire apparatus that would give us most for our money and still 
be able to fit into the East Swanzey Fire Station. 


Items that will need to be addressed in the near future will be the replacement of our 
current tanker and the installation of a system to evacuate exhaust from the fire stations as 
the trucks start up. The exhaust system is an immediate need that causes a health concern 
for personnel working in the stations and Town Hall. I am pursuing grant money that will 
assist in paying for this project. Other projects that will require some attention are overhead 
doors at the Center and East Stations and the repair of holes that have developed on the 
pavement apron in front of the West Station. 


The number of calls this year has actually gone down; however, I wouldn’t anticipate that 
this would be a trend. As usual calls for medical assistance were most prevalent. We did 
have a few serious motor vehicle collisions and a couple of building fires. 


In today’s fast paced world, the Swanzey Fire Department has been able to assemble a staff 

of dedicated individuals who care about their friends and neighbors in town, as well as those 
that they meet through unfortunate circumstances as they are passing through town. All of 
the members of the Swanzey Fire Department are to be commended for their dedication and 

selfless acts of duty performed simply because they care. 


I thank all of the firefighters and EMTs for their hard work and the citizens of Swanzey for 
the opportunity to serve you.

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SWANZEY EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT OFFICE 


The office of Emergency Management is located in the police station at 34 Eaton Road. The office has 
two part time employees and 4 volunteers who lend assistance at different times. 


This past year we had 3 drills and one graded exercise by the State of New Hampshire and the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency pertaining to the Vermont Yankee Nuclear Power Plant 
located in Vernon, Vermont. Part of the Town of Swanzey is located within the 10 mile emergency 
planning zone. Those residents who live in the southwest corner of town (known as Westport) are in 
that zone. Area maps showing the emergency planning zone are posted in the West Swanzey Post 
Office, Town Hall, the 3 fire stations, Mt. Caesar Library and the Stratton Free Library. If you still are 
unsure of the 10 mile planning zone, contact us and we will check your address location. Calendars 
with public emergency planning information are mailed to the residents; if you did not receive one 
our office has more available. Also, if you live within the 10-mile Emergency Planning Zone but you 
are not within audible range of the siren’s location in Westport, you should have a Tone-Alert radio. 
A siren test is conducted at 12 noon on the first Saturday of each month. 


This office, along with the Health Officer, has been busy in “All Hazards Public Health Planning” 
along with the other Cheshire County communities. We are setting up a “Point of Dispensing” site in 
Swanzey that will serve the residents in the event of a major epidemic. This has been a very time 
consuming series of meetings. We have had a “walk-through” drill to test the plan and more drills 
being planned. We also had a table top exercise(simulation of drill) with all the towns involved in the 
region at the Cheshire Medical Center. 


Office hours are held Tuesday nights from 6 PM until 8 PM, unless the staff is attending a meeting 
elsewhere.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Highways, Streets & Bridges 


January 2007 did not give us the typical weather that we were accustomed to here in the northeast. 
With no snow on the ground the department was able to do things that we don’t normally do such as 
grade roads and cut brush. The lighter than normal winter snow kept up until April when we had 
several storms. To make up for the lack of snowfall in November/ December of 2006, winter started 
in 2007 with a big plowable storm before Thanksgiving. December was a month that broke all 
records for the department for overtime, salt and fuel. With ten storms the department was kept 
extra busy just dealing with the snow. 


The April rains that affected most all of the state significantly gave us only a slight problem. To 
address that small problem, impacting the end of Carlton Road connecting Webber Hill and Flat Roof 
Mill Roads, significant effort will be necessary to stabilize the hillside so it is not a threat to Flat Roof 
Mill Road. The effort is considered significant because cost estimates for the repair prepared by the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency are more than $200,000. We will be looking to deal with 
that in the coming year. 


We continued to work on the pavement management system for the town. This past year we paved 
1.4 miles of road and chip sealed 3.2 miles. With the amount of paved roads that we have and their 
condition it will be difficult with the rising costs of asphalt to get to them all in a timely fashion. The 
Town is now paying about 70% more for asphalt than it did ten years ago. 


The work on the West Street Bridge has now been completed. In late November NH DOT advised us 
to post a six ton limit on the Warmac Road culvert. This is one of three bridges in Swanzey that is on 
the red list for structural reasons. We have applied for state bridge aid for this culvert and are 
waiting to see when it gets put into the schedule. The culverts on Cobble Hill Road have been 
accepted into the bridge aid program and are scheduled for work in 2010. 


This year the department replaced the wear deck on the Cresson Covered Bridge. Also, with help, 
the department installed a new septic system at the Carpenter Home. This saved money and allowed 
us to put in a better system while beautifying the grounds. 


Residents are urged to call the DPW (352-7116) with any road issues or to report any streetlights 
that are out.

Cemeteries, Facilities & Parks Maintenance 


During the early part of summer we experienced a sufficient amount of rain that kept the cemeteries 
looking nice and green. But by late summer most of the grass had dried out leaving everything very 
brown and dry making it harder to maintain the lots. Fertilizer was applied to all cemeteries and ball 
fields in the spring and lime was applied to all of the ball fields and Mt. View Cemetery in the fall. 
The results of recent soil tests showed that lime should be applied to the remaining cemeteries. 


Groundwork was done around the Town Hall area and the slopes at Mt. Caesar Cemetery to prevent 
rain runoff from eroding lower areas of these parcels of land. 
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The Department purchased a new lawn mower (ExMark 34” cut zero turn) that gives us the ability to 


quickly mow in more compact places like the older cemeteries where the stones are closely spaced 
together. 


The over seeding of the outfield and filling and re-grading of the infield done during the fall of 2007 
greatly improved the playing surface at Brown Field. The Brown Field Softball Association has 
continued work installing new bleacher seats and is progressing well with their painting projects 
around the field. 


During the summer and into the fall of 2007 we addressed several areas of concern at the South 
Road ball fields. There were minor roof leaks on the snack shack roof and one of the dugouts had to 
be repaired (this was handled by the ball field’s board of directors). There was also work done to 
repair and improve the electrical system in the snack shack. 


A new environmentally safe septic system was installed at the Carpenter Home replacing the old 
system that had been deemed in failure by the town’s health officer. Work was completed ina 
resident room with the installation of a new sheetrock ceiling and a new tile floor. The kitchen was 
updated with fresh paint and new counter tops were installed. In addition to mowing, ground 
maintenance at the home focused on brush adjacent to stonewalls near the home. 


Work is in progress on entering all burial records into the computer. At present Mt. Caesar and Oak 


Hill Cemeteries data has been entered and the remaining cemeteries are in the process of being 
added. 


The total number of burial lots assigned for 2007 was 33: 22 at Mountain View Cemetery, 8 at Oak 
Hill Cemetery and 3 at the Westport Cemetery. There were a total of 46 burials, of which, 16 were 
full burials and 30 cremations.

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RECYCLING CENTER 


Another year of strong activity. Recycled totals were up while MSW (non- recyclables) again dropped 
slightly for the third year in a row. Good for you! The Recycling Center, generated by sales and drop 
off fees, income passed $100,000 for the first time despite the fact that drop-off fees on construction 
and demolition debris and electronics were below projections. We are predicting slightly increased 
tonnage with flat revenues next year due to a somewhat gloomy economic forecast. 


Our two new plastic programs are going very well. First, NFI (the company that manufactures sound 
board and fencing from recycled plastics) is now taking all our plastic caps, covers, some trays, tubs, 
and other stuff that we formerly had to throw in the compactor. This program will be keeping several 
more tons of plastic out of the waste stream each year. Ask an attendant for a “how-to” sheet. 


Our second program is supplying uncrushed one gallon plastic milk and water jugs to a company 
who re-uses them to package organic liquid plant food. While this does not divert additional plastic 
from the waste stream, re-using a product is even better than recycling( as re-use saves more 
energy). We also get paid more for these containers which more than covers the cost of the additional 
handling. A “win/win” situation! 


Are you aware that our facility is over 30 years old, and that it is handling at least triple the tonnage 
and number of items than envisioned? We are, and you probably are too — particularly if you come 
through on Saturday or at other busy times! 


We have spent this last year developing preliminary designs for an expanded facility that will meet 
Swanzey’s solid waste needs for the next 40 years - one that will be more efficient, easier for the 
public to use, and will be able to handle both population growth and take advantage of changes in 
the solid waste industry. To date, we have done some very preliminary design work, have retained an 
engineering firm, and have received preliminary approval from the State. Our next steps will be some 
further design work, some extended numbers crunching, and presentation of a proposal to the Town. 
As this proposal goes forward, we will welcome your input as part of the process. Please feel free to 
stop in and ask for further details.

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SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 


Due to the winding down of the North Swanzey Project, 2007 was a relatively quiet year for 
the Swanzey Sewer Commission. The new discharge permit from the Environmental 
Protection Agency for the West Swanzey Treatment Plant requires the effluent (the liquid 
that flows out of a wastewater treatment plant) be treated to remove phosphorous. The new 
level of phosphorous removal set by the EPA is 1.0 mg/L. To meet this requirement Plant 
Operator Scott Self constructed a metering pump system to add an aluminum compound 
(poly aluminum chloride) to the effluent during the treatment process. The construction of 
this system by Self resulted in huge savings for the Town. 


The Commission also had to meet another new requirement from the New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services which required the plant in West to apply fora 
groundwater release detection water permit. This permit is required for plants that have 
lined wastewater lagoons. Three new monitoring wells were installed to monitor water 
quality. Underwood Engineers served as consultants to assist in this permit application. 


Units in the seventy-two unit condominium project on Owens Drive have begun to come 
online resulting in more users to share operational costs for the plant in West. 


The new North Swanzey collection system has been operating smoothly and virtually all 
initial users are now connected. Completion of this project resulted in installation of 
approximately 5.1 miles of sewer lines, 2 pump stations along with 126 manholes. 


During 2007 the Commission began a systematic program of cleaning and inspecting lines 
in West Swanzey to insure continued efficient operation of the collection system. This 
maintenance program will be extended to the North Swanzey system as it ages.

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REPORT OF HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department is responsible for monitoring both public drinking and swimming 
water, inspections of foster homes, day care and preschool facilities, investigation of housing 
complaints, septic system inspections, assistance in lead paint inspections and 


miscellaneous public health complaint investigations. The following services were provided 
in 2007.

The West Nile Virus Program will continue for 2008 with the same procedures as 2007. 
Municipal Pest Management Services will be obtaining the Mosquito/Black Fly Special Permit 
from the State Pesticide Board on behalf of the Town of Swanzey. Statewide there were 28 birds 
tested for WNV with 26 testing negative and 2 positive. This year 30 birds were tested for EEE 
(Eastern Equine Encephalitis) with 30 testing negative and no positives. One bird was 
submitted from Swanzey and tested negative for both WNV and EEE. 


A reminder of RSA 125-N, the state law which prohibits residential trash burning. Pamphlets 
on RSA 125-N are available at the Town Hall.

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CARPENTER HOME 


The Carpenter Home is an assisted living facility for the elderly and is located on 230 acres near the 
Swanzey Town Hall. Lucy Carpenter granted the home and land, witha sizeable restricted 
endowment, to the Town of Swanzey. The Home provides assisted living services in a comfortable 
rural setting to both private pay and Medicaid recipients. The facility is licensed to serve 16 
resident, although current room assignments limit us to 15. 


Deferred maintenance work continues on the home. We have updated many of the floors, repaired 
ceilings and painted many of the resident rooms. The kitchen was updated with fresh paint and new 
counter tops. Our new septic system is in place thanks to all of the people from town who worked so 
hard on this project. 


During 2007, the Carpenter Home stayed busy. We hosted open houses in October and at 
Christmas, but due to bad weather our Christmas party was not as big as usual. The school sent 
beautiful wreaths and flowers to help us celebrate the season. The garden club helped us to brighten 
the outdoors with flowers planted down our walkway. The club members also made baskets of 
flowers with the residents during the spring and winter seasons. In the summer we went to 
Swanzey Lake and some residents even ventured into the water and also enjoyed picnics at Ashuelot 
Park in Keene. The oxen, Buck and Ike, visited us during the Old Home Day weekend. In the fall 
the residents attended the Senior Swingers show at Monadnock Regional Middle/ High School. 


Our activities coordinator, Deb Wright, continues to bring her artistic talent to our daily arts and 
craft programs with the residents. Everyone looks forward to all the activities that are available to 
them. 


We continue to improve the quality of our services, which in turn improves the quality of life for each 
of our residents. The Carpenter Home received no deficiencies fin our state inspection for the second 
year in arow. This was due to all the hard work from the staff. 


As administrator, I want to thank all who have supported our facility with their time and donations. 
We welcome anyone who would like to come in and volunteer, especially anyone who can play the 
organ. If you are interested in volunteering, or helping in any way, such as transportation, please 
call Dawn at 352-2269. 


Please help us to continue making the Carpenter Home a valuable resource to the Town of Swanzey. 
The Home intends to maintain financial independence while continuing to provide quality assisted 


living services to seniors in the Monadnock Region.

After the tumult and change of 2006, 2007 was a calm and steady year. The staff roster 
remained the same throughout the year, no huge building projects were required, and 
several programs were held without a hitch. 


The staff consists of Cadigan Gregory, Library Director, Andrea Farnsworth, Assistant 
Librarian; and Melinda Doolittle, Library Aide. Darcy Doyle, who directed the library in 
2005, volunteers and fills in on a regular basis. In addition, we are very lucky to have an 
active and enthusiastic Friends group who have raised funds, held coffee hours, and put on 
parties for children. 


The new HVAC system installed in 2006 worked beautifully this year, and allowed the 
upstairs meeting room to be used for many activities, no matter what the weather or 
temperature. The annual fundraising auction was held there, with Michael Pappas 
generously donating his time as auctioneer. Two new public access computers were 
installed with Windows Vista, thus making internet access faster and more secure. The 
connection is high speed and wireless. Mt. Caesar Union doesn't currently have a web 
presence, but plans are afoot to develop a web page for to the library. A couch was 
purchased for the comfort of patrons in the slowly developing Robbin Armstrong Memorial 
Reading Nook. 


Program attendance was high in 2007. Many children’s activities took place. Two sessions 
of a music and movement program were held in the spring and summer, led by wonderful 
Miss Katy (a local entertainer) with great success. The summer reading program was well 
attended, with a smashing magician at the final party. We hope to get him again! His 
sleight of hand was mind-boggling. The Friends hosted several parties for the reading 
program participants, a pre-Halloween movie night showing of Monster House, and a holiday 
party with Santa. The Friends also held monthly open coffee hours with visiting guest 
speakers. Some of the topics covered included rose gardening, local history, button 
collecting, and quilt-making. A local theater group, the Hourglass Readers, gave a dramatic 
reading of Shakespeare’s Merry Wives of Windsor in November. We're hoping to have them 
back again.

SWANZEY OPEN SPACE COMMITTEE 


The Open Space Committee protects Swanzey’s rural character by permanently preserving important 
open space. We do this by promoting land conservation, educating landowners, and bringing together 
landowners and land trusts. 


In January 2007, Open Space Committee (OSC) members held a retreat to establish the year’s five 
major goals. We are pleased to report that we have met most of our objectives. 


1. Permanent protection of one of the last working farms in Swanzey 

Henry and Suzie Johnson long held the vision of permanently protecting their 110-acre East 
Swanzey farm. Today, Suzie and her son Mike are in the midst of the lengthy process required to 
make that dream possible. The land is located in a critical portion of the Martin Brook watershed, 
and has been worked by the family since 1918. Based on the analysis and recommendation of the 
OSC, the Town of Swanzey will invest money from the Conservation Land Acquisition capital reserve 
fund to help finance the protection of this high priority land. 


2. In the works, three more parcels heading towards protection 

In 2007, the OSC focused its attention on southern Swanzey’s Martin Brook watershed. Our town 
Plan for the Protection of Open Space identifies this part of town as a priority for protection. 
Furthermore, the new NH Wildlife Action Plan recognizes the regional significance of the area’s high 
quality wildlife habitat. After analysis, the OSC recommended that the Town of Swanzey direct the 
release of Conservation Land Acquisition capital reserve funds to help pay transaction costs for an 
easement on the Kibler and Gill parcels in the watershed. Two additional easements in the area likely 
will be underway soon. 


3. Important contribution to the revision of Swanzey’s subdivision regulations to protect 
open space in conservation residential subdivisions 

Two members joined delegates from the Planning Board and Conservation Commission to research 
and design a modern approach for compact residential subdivisions that permanently protect 
important conservation land. These revisions to the Town’s subdivision regulations will replace the 
outdated, unwieldy provisions for cluster subdivisions now contained in our zoning ordinance. By 
streamlining the process for conservation residential subdivisions, members hope more developers 
will take advantage of this economical approach. 


4. Conservation easements on three most worthy town-owned parcels 

Committee members reviewed all town owned parcels, and concluded that the three most worthy of 
permanent protection are the Carpenter Home/Mt. Caesar parcel, the Riley/ Mill K parcel, and the 
Sawmill parcel. However, due to a variety of complicating factors, protecting these parcels with 
easements is not possible at this time. 


5. The oxen initiative: promoting conservation easements, and celebrating our town’s identity 
and rural character 

Committee members joined forces with The Old Homestead Association to bring Buck and Ike out of 
retirement and into their new role as Swanzey’s ambassadors of open space protection. 


In addition to these five items, education and communication also have been among the year’s 
priorities. Guest speakers have taught members about the current use program, land appraisals, and 
managing the easement process. Members have attended workshops and lectures on open space 
preservation. 


The OSC has developed informational materials, including an updated brochure outlining 
conservation options, press releases, letters to the editor of the Keene Sentinel, and articles for 
Swanzey Uncovered. Postcards and the Town website have publicized land conservation activities. 


Assigned liaisons with the Planning Board, Conservation Commission, and Board of Selectmen help 
keep the OSC connected to these groups. Regular communication with the Committee’s advisory 
board informs these associates. 


Along with the emphasis on external communication, the Committee has developed its internal 
operations. Project managers now track easements in process with the help of a structured 
worksheet, and a resource directory lists members of the public who have offered their assistance. 
Additions to this list are welcomed. 


Members of the OSC look forward to reporting next year’s accomplishments. We are honored to be a 
part of this important work.

BUCK & IKE

Buck and Ike, Mike Johnson’s team of Simmental oxen, have embraced their new job as Swanzey’s 
ambassadors of open space protection. The first year of appearances, in support of the Open Space 
Committee, have been more fun than they could possibly have imagined. 


Generous friends built Buck and Ike a sturdy new bachelor pad-dock at the Potash Bowl, where they 
celebrated their birthdays with a party in May. They rehearsed tirelessly, at their home field and at 
the theatre, to prepare for The Old Homestead, and performed their role with aplomb. They achieved 
celebrity status, thanks to video footage of the play aired on New Hampshire Chronicle. The team 
pulled The Old Homestead hay cart in the Old Home Day parade. 


Then it was on to the Cheshire Fair, where Buck and Ike visited with friends from all over the county. 
They shared information about how conservation easements protect farmland from development, and 
celebrated the Johnson Farm easement, now in process. They also stepped on the Fair’s scale, and 
learned their official team weight: 5,900 pounds! Rejecting “eating less” as an option, they promptly 
began an exercise program of daily walks around their pasture, for toning and leg strengthening. 


Buck and Ike were parade marshals at the Monadnock Humane Society’s Walk for Animals. While 
they enjoyed the attention of all the animal lovers, they took the opportunity to spread the word 
about protecting wildlife habitat. 


The oxen also appreciate human-made beauty, so when NH Art Educator of the Year (2006-07) Deb 

Crowder asked them to sit for a second portrait, they gladly agreed. They were honored to attend the 
unveiling of this impressive work at the Chrysalis Gallery in Westport Village. During a walk around 
the village, they posed for photographs as they emerged from the Slate Covered Bridge. 


As supporters of higher education for everyone — two legs or four - Buck and Ike happily accepted the 
invitation to march in the Monadnock Regional High School’s homecoming parade. Students of all 
ages marveled at the oxen’s calm dispositions, soft fur, warm horns, and enormous size. Buck and 
Ike encouraged the students to complete their educations, so that someday they might also become 
ambassadors of open space protection. 


Undeterred by the Keene Sentinel’s “no letters from animals” policy, the clever oxen retained a 


human friend to transcribe their submissions to the paper’s editor. They also enjoy expressing 
themselves on their website, www.buckandike.org.

Meanwhile, fans of the team have shown their support with generous tax-deductible contributions to 
“bale out” Buck and Ike. Students at Cutler School and Mt. Caesar Elementary passed the grain 
bucket to collect for the winter hay fund. Douglas Cuddle Toy and Gemini Screenprint contributed a 
plush version of the oxen, and sales have been brisk. Bruce Barlow pulled together all twenty-six 
episodes of the www.YouTube.com videos to create a fundraising DVD: The Adventures of Buck and 
Ike — The Complete First Season. Twinkletown Miniature Golf reported great popularity of “Buck and 
Ike Delight” ice cream cones, and donated a portion of the proceeds towards hay. Deb Crowder made 
available limited edition prints of the team’s new portrait, donating part of each sale to the fund. 


Buck and Ike wish they could thank all the friends who have made the first year of their 
ambassadorship possible, but the list is as long as their waistlines. (That would be 10.5 feet, for 
those who dare to know.) 


For their extra hours of companionship, Buck and Ike single out six special people: 

Mike Johnson brings the hay, pulls the porcupine quills, checks out the hooves, and says “yes” 
every time Buck and Ike suggest a potential engagement. 

Steve Stowell threads his trailer through the pasture gate to park on the low spot -- to minimize 
short-legged Buck’s climb up -- and then gives the oxen a nice, smooth ride. 

Deb Crowder captures the team in her art, and helps keep them captured at public events. 

Bruce Barlow records footage of Buck and Ike, and makes the oxen’s conversations available 
through the web site and YouTube. 

Jeannie Thieme supplies horse sense, trouble-shooting, and kind devotion as she trains Buck 
and Ike and appears with them in public.

Fellowship Church, 211 Whitcomb Road, between the hours of 10 a.m. 
and 7 p.m. to vote by official ballot to elect town officers, to vote by official 
ballot on warrant articles as they may have been amended at the First Session 
and those other official ballot questions whose wording is prescribed by state 
law (Articles 1 and 10). 


Article 1 To choose by ballot all necessary town officers including Town 
Moderator, Selectman, Trustee of the Trust Funds, 2 Board of Adjustment 
members, 2 Planning Board members, 3 Old Home Day Committee members, a 
Library Trustee, Supervisor of the Checklist and a Sewer Commissioner.

September 30, 2004 to be superseded by the maps dated May 23, 2006 or as 
amended, which are declared to be part of this ordinance and are hereby incorporated 
by reference.” 


Replace with the following: 


“Section IX Flood Plain Development Ordinance (Amended March 10, 1987; March 14, 
2007; March 11, 2008) 
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The following regulations in this ordinance shall apply to all lands designated as 
special flood hazard areas by the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) in

The Building Code shall apply to all construction, design, structure, 
maintenance, and use of all buildings or structures to be erected and to the alteration, 
renovation, rehabilitation, repair, maintenance, removal, or demolition of all buildings 
and structures previously erected. 


If the State Building Code or portions thereof are repealed, the most recent versions of 
the International Residential Code, International Building Code, International Energy 
Conservation Code, International Mechanical Code, International Plumbing Code, 
National Electrical Code and State Fire Code shall apply. The regulations, provisions, 
conditions and terms of said code are hereby referred to and adopted and made part 
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hereof as if fully set out in this section, with any amendments prescribed in this 
section as follows: 


1. Amendments 

a. Amend Section R101.1 by inserting: The Town of Swanzey. 

b. Amend Section R102.5 by adding: Appendices C, G and J are referenced 
and adopted as part of this code. 

c. Amend Section R105.2 Building 1. to read: One-story detached 
accessory structures, provided the floor area does not exceed 100 square feet. 

d. Amend Section R106.2 by replacing it with the following: R106.2 Plot 
Plans The construction documents submitted with an application for a permit to build a 
detached one or two family dwelling on an approved, or otherwise legal lot of record shall 
be accompanied by a plot plan. Such plot plan shall be drawn to scale showing all 
property lines, easements, drainage facilities, and proposed and existing buildings with 
respect to location. Sufficiently detailed information shall be provided to clearly show the 
location and extent of any wetland area(s) located on or immediately adjacent to the 
subject property. 

e. Amend Table 301.2(1) by inserting the following design criteria into the 
space provided: 

Ground snow load: 70 1b/square foot. 

Wind speed: 100. 

Seismic design category: C(33%-50%g). 

Weathering: Severe. 

Frost line depth: Minimum of 48”. 

Termite: Slight to Moderate. 

Decay: Slight to Moderate. 

Winter design temperature: O°F. 

Flood hazards: Flood Insurance Rate Maps dated May 23, 2006 and as updated 
thereafter. 

f. Delete Section R112, Board of Appeals. 

g. Delete Chapter 11 (Energy Efficiency) The New Hampshire Energy Code 
shall control such matters as provided for by Chapter 11 and elsewhere regarding energy 
efficiency as long as said energy code is in effect. In the event that the New Hampshire 
Energy Code is repealed, the provisions of Chapter 11 (Energy Efficiency) shall apply. 


2. Delete Section III.R. in its entirety. 
(Amended March 11, 2008)

any property line and the nearest point to which any building or structure can be 
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erected. Measurement shall be to the outermost vertical plane nearest the property 
line. The only amenities that may be located within the first 30 feet of a setback area 
are as follows: 

Driveway (paved or unpaved); 

Landscaping; 

Underground utilities; 

Utility poles; 

Lighting fixtures; 

Fences; 

Drainage devices; 

Fire ponds and/or underground cisterns; 

Signs as permitted under the terms of the zoning ordinance, 

i Mail boxes. 

Items specifically not permitted to be located within the first 30 feet of a setback 
area are as follows: Accessory buildings; buildings; structures; parking spaces except 
for parking spaces serving one-family and two-family dwellings; parking lots; 
pavement not part of a driveway; and product display. (Adopted March 11, 2008)

2. Amend Section IV.A.3. to read as follows: All lots shall be of at least three (3) 
acres in size with two hundred twenty-five (225) foot frontage on a Town or State 
maintained road. The front setback is 30 feet from the front property line and 20 feet 
from the side and rear property lines.

3. Amend Section IV.B.3. to read as follows: All lots shall be of at least one (1) acre in 
size with one hundred fifty (150) feet of frontage on a Town or State maintained road. 
The front setback is 30 feet from the front property line and 20 feet from the side and 
rear property lines. (Amended March 11, 2008) 


4. Amend Section V.A.3. to read as follows: All lots shall be of at least one-half (1/2) 
acre in size with one hundred (100) feet of frontage on a Town or State maintained 
road.

Conservation Residential Subdivision (CRS)

use alternate subdivision design that preserves Swanzey’s rural character and the 
natural and historic features on specific property. A Conservation subdivision design 
groups homes together on one portion of a property, with the undeveloped portion 
permanently protected from future development. 


ei Authorization This Section is adopted pursuant to the authority of RSA 674:21. 
The Planning Board is authorized to adopt rules and regulations necessary to 
administer, interpret, and implement Conservation Residential Subdivisions. 


af Location, Acreage and Frontage Requirements A CRS shall be permitted on 
properties which are located within the Residence or Rural/ Agricultural Zoning 
District and which contain at least ten acres, exclusive of wetlands and steep slopes. 
A CRS must have a minimum of 50 feet of frontage on a State or Town maintained 
road. 


4. Subdivision Approval A CRS shall require Planning Board approval. The 
application for approval shall comply with subdivision regulations and the following 
requirements: 

a. Existing Conditions Plan: The applicant shall submit an existing 
conditions plan showing the physical features and character of the site and the 
surrounding area. 

b. Housing Density Determination: To determine the maximum number of 
housing units that can be constructed on the parcel, the developable land shall be 
divided by the minimum acreage requirement in the underlying zoning district. The 
resulting number will equal the maximum number of housing units that can be 
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constructed on the developable land. Wetlands, along with lands having slopes of 25% 
and greater, shall not be considered developable land. 

C: Permanent Restriction on Conservation Land: A maximum of 40% of the 
developable acreage (land excluding wetlands or steep slopes) may be developed for 
house lots. The remainder of the parcel shall be designated as Conservation Land and 
permanently protected from development. 

d. Two-family Dwellings Two-family dwellings are a permitted use in the 
CRS, without the need for a special exception. 

S Access All structures within a CRS shall be accessed from interior 
streets, rather than from roads bordering the tract. 

i Minimum/Maximum Lot Size The minimum lot size is one-half acre. 
The maximum lot size is two acres. Wetlands and steep slopes shall not be included 
in the minimum or maximum lot sizes. 

g. Lot Frontage and Setbacks The Planning Board may approve individual 
lots in a CRS with less than the required minimum frontage in the underlying zoning 
district provided the Planning Board finds that the lot sizes and frontage proposed will 
create a high quality living environment for the residents of the subdivision and 
provide adequate access to the residences and other facilities, but in no case shall any 
lot have less than one-half acre and fifty (50) feet of frontage. Lots shall be laid out to 
minimize the number of curb cuts onto public streets through the use of shared or 
common driveways or other methods. 

h. Buffers A minimum 100 foot buffer shall be maintained between 
individual lot property lines and adjacent property not part of the CRS. The buffer 
land (exclusive of wetlands and steep slopes) may be considered developable land for 
density calculations. Buffers shall be included as part of the parcel designated as 
Conservation Land and will be subject to all restrictions and conditions applicable to 
said Conservation Land. 

ir External Road Frontage Buffer A minimum 100 foot buffer shall be 
maintained between individual lot property lines and all external road rights of way 
not part of the CRS. The buffer land (exclusive of wetlands and steep slopes) may be 
considered developable land for density calculations. Buffers shall be included as part 
of the parcel designated as Conservation Land and will be subject to all restrictions 
and conditions applicable to said Conservation Land. 


(Section III.P.2. deleted March 11, 2008; Section III-B adopted March 11, 2008) 


Amendment No. 7: Are you in favor of Amendment No. 7 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance: 


1. Amend Section IV.A.2.g. to read as follows: Two-family dwelling. The density 
requirement for a two-family dwelling shall be three and one-half (3-1/2) acres, unless 
connected to public sewer. (Amended March 11, 2008) 


Amendment No. 8: Are you in favor of Amendment No. 8 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance: 


1. Amend Section XIII Definitions (Street) to read as follows: 

Street/Road: The street or public way giving access to a lot and is intended to 
include only those ways that are maintained by the state or town as Class I, Il, III, IV 
and V highways. (Amended March 11, 2008) 
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Article 11 To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting, or take any action thereon.

Article 4. The Precinct voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 to be placed in the 
Capital Reserve Fund for equipment. 

Article 5. The Precinct voted to appoint the Commissioners as agents to expend the Water 
Rate Stabilization Expendable Trust Fund, established by vote of the Precinct Annual 
Meeting 2004 pursuant to RSA 31:19-a. 

Article 6. There was a short discussion on general matters concerning the Precinct. The 
Chairman recognized Mark Lawrence’s service to the Precinct as Moderator for over twenty- 
five years and thanked him. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, on a motion duly made and 
seconded, the meeting adjourned at 7:12 pm.

Development 
creating additional increment to put toward the purposes of the district in 2007 
included the addition of a commercial building housing Powers Generator off of Route 
32. Construction of additions and new buildings at Carlisle Wide Plank Floors now 
underway will create additional increment in 2008. The next phase of work, extending 
the road and utilities toward Route 12, will proceed when it is determined that sufficient 
increment has been created to finance its estimated cost of $1.7 million. It is possible 
that this phase of work could also be broken up into smaller projects as financing 
becomes available. Current increment is dedicated to financing of the 2005 bond issue. 


The Board will continue its activities in 2008 as plans move forward. It expects to be a 
participant in joint meetings with Selectmen, property owners and others interested in 
diversifying the town’s tax base with additional commercial or industrial development. 
Anyone wishing further information regarding the district is invited to contact any 
board member.

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SWANZEY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Swanzey Conservation Commission (SCC) consists of seven regular members and two alternates, 
all of whom volunteer their time to help maintain or improve the quality of the air, soil, water, plants, 
animals, and other natural resources of the Town. We meet on the second Tuesday each month at 
the Town Hall at 7:00 pm. 


Roadside Cleanup: The third annual Swanzey roadside cleanup was conducted on Saturday, April 
21. Sixty-three volunteers collected 191bags of trash, including at least 34 bags of recyclables from 
21 miles of town roads. Cub Pack 297 once again shone as the premier helping group. THANK YOU 
VERY MUCH to everyone who helped! Some members and several citizens in their own 
neighborhoods pick up roadside trash all year. Our sincere gratitude to them. The 2008 Roadside 
Cleanup will be on Saturday, April 19 (rain or shine). 


Conservation Lands: SCC is responsible for monitoring land parcels under the Conservation Land 
Stewardship Program (CLSP). Conservation lands Honey Hill, Mt. Cresson, Muster Property, and the 
Swanzey Lake dam area were checked and reports submitted to the State. This year some invasive 
plants on the Muster Property were removed and a few trees removed on the advice of a forester. 
Signage was placed on the border of the Mt. Cresson parcel with hopes of improving access to it. We 
continue to work with the Open Space Committee, Southwest Region Planning Commission (SWRPC), 
and the Monadnock Conservancy (MC) relative to conserving natural areas in the town. 


Conservation Camp: For many years, the Conservation Commission has offered two scholarships to 
Swanzey residents who would like to attend camp. This 4-H camp in the White Mountains runs 
several one week sessions for campers aged 10-15. Three sessions usually run in late June through 
mid-July. Activities include hiking, fishing, wildlife studies, and environmental explorations. This 
year we had one scholarship recipient, Kate Mattson. Students interested in applying for this 
scholarship should write a letter to the Commission, as early as possible, saying why they would like 
to attend. Formal applications are available from UNH by April. It’s a small camp and fills up 
quickly, so the sooner the application is filed, the better the chances of getting in. 


Other Committees: SCC continues work with the Open Space Committee to help preserve special 
places in town. Members attend meetings and hearings of the Planning Board, Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, and/or the Selectmen where environmental matters are involved. A member sits on the 
SWRPC Natural Resources Advisory Committee and another on the Ashuelot River Local Advisory 
Committee (ARLAC). Two members worked on Swanzey’s new Conservation Subdivision Regulations. 
Workshops were attended by members regarding new environmental regulations, environmental 
permitting, drinking water source protection, and land conservation. 


Permits/Projects: Permit applications for work in wetlands come before us each year and the State 
Department of Environmental Services expects our input. In addition, we review all new proposals 
and ongoing projects with respect to their environmental impacts. The above investigations 
frequently involve site walks. We try hard to make recommendations that will minimize 
environmental damage associated with development proposals. 


Complaints/Inquiries: Complaints of alleged environmental violations are investigated and where 
appropriate, reported to town and state officials. [legal dumping of trash, appliances, and tires 
along unpaved roads continues to be a problem. We also endeavor to answer various environment- 
related questions and concerns from citizens throughout the year. 


Other Activities: 
e Canoe trip: our annual trip down the river occurs in early May. 
e Nature related educational activities: sessions for the children at Swanzey Lake Summer 
Camp are offered each year. 
e College Scholarship: this is offered to a Swanzey resident and a senior at MRHS and who 
intends to major in the environmental field at a college of his/her choice. 
e Wood duck and bluebird nesting boxes have been placed and maintained by the members. 
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e River protection signs: signs will be placed at the Ashuelot River crossings denoting it as one 
of the State’s special protected rivers. 

e River monitoring: several members take special training and participate in the monitoring of 
water quality each year from May to September. 


Thank you: The Commission offers its special gratitude to Arthur Whipple, who retired this year 
after many years of active service. A thank you plaque was presented to Art in September.

ASHUELOT RIVER LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC) was established in 1994 one year after the 
Ashuelot River was enrolled into the State Rivers Management and Protection Program. Since then, 
members, nominated by 

local municipal officials and appointed by the Commissioner of the Department of Environmental 
Services (DES), have been educated in a broad array of issues associated with the river and its 
watershed. It is the hope of the Committee to be a resource that works well between the interests 
and concerns of the citizens in the watershed and State authorities. 


The volunteer Ashuelot River Water Quality Monitoring Program, in conjunction with DES Volunteer 
River Assessment Program (VRAP), is now in its seventh season. Ten sites were sampled along the 
river’s 64 miles from Washington to Hinsdale. Analyses were done for temperature, pH, total 
phosphorus, dissolved oxygen, turbidity, and conductivity. ARLAC members, working with 
community volunteers, participated in a spring training session that led to a five month effort of 
sampling once per month from May through September. 


A regular task for ARLAC is to review and comment on state permit applications within the river 
corridor that may have potential impacts on the river. This year we submitted comments on projects 
proposed in Washington, Gilsum, Keene, Winchester, and Hinsdale. Those included two site-specific 
applications and six wetland applications. 


We continued participation as a member of the NH River Restoration Task Force and continued to 
support removal of the Homestead Dam. Concerns regarding the stability of the Thompson Covered 
Bridge are being addressed thanks to the receipt of the Federal Highway Historic Bridge Grant by the 
Town of Swanzey, and it is expected the dam may be removed in 2008. 


ARLAC activities on the river included a canoe trip in July from Coombs Covered Bridge to the 
Ashuelot Covered Bridge in Winchester. The group also co-sponsored a river clean-up from Rte. 101 
to the Cresson Covered Bridge and a portion of West Swanzey as part of the Source to the Sea clean- 
up. A total of approximately 150 volunteers picked up 2,200 pounds of garbage, 81 tires, and 980 
pounds of scrap metal plus a large number of shopping carts. 


The committee meets each month on the third Tuesday evening in Keene. The Local Advisory 


Committee invites citizens and town officials to contact their ARLAC representatives or the Southwest 
Region Planning Commission for more information.

Kingsbury toys from the estate of Frederick W. MacPhail donated in his memory. 


Some of the projects we would like to complete in 2008 are: updating and categorizing our 
files, creating a larger more attractive space for sale items, and enclosing more of our open 
exhibits. We also have a large collection of photographs and memorabilia from Arthur 
Whitcomb, Inc. and photos of the 1938 flood that need attention. We would like to open 
more than two new exhibits this year, but planning and creating an exhibit takes a lot of 
time. Until you have worked on one you cannot imagine the time involved to set up an 
exhibit. With our limited manpower we just cannot accomplish all we would like. As you 
can imagine there is much work to be done and we’re in desperate need of volunteers to help 
with staffing of the museum and assistance in helping to preserve of our exhibits. 


Hats off to our volunteers, those who take the time to greet and help our visitors during the 
summer months, and those who come in during the winter to create exhibits, clean items, 
and get our artifacts correctly preserved. We are truly grateful to all volunteers for without 
them the museum would not be able to exist. Won’t you please consider joining us Monday 
mornings from 9 am to 1 pm at the museum.

2007 FIRST DELIBERATIVE SESSION TOWN MEETING MINUTES 
February 6, 2007 
Town of Swanzey 
State of New Hampshire 


Moderator Gus Lerandeau called the Deliberative Session of Town Meeting 2007 held in the 
Monadnock High School/ Middle School Auditorium to order at 7:00 p.m. He began by explaining the 
rules of procedure to be used that evening and by introducing town officials. Attendees were led in 
the Pledge of Allegiance by Chief Busick. 


Moderator Lerandeau turned the meeting over to Chairs of various boards who recognized the service 
of several longtime members. Planning Board Chair Glenn Page read a resolution of the Planning 
Board thanking Richard L. Lane for his years of service to the town as a member of the Planning 
Board. Dick Lane also served the town as a member of the Zoning Board of Adjustment, Selectman 
and Airport Advisory Committee. Zoning Board of Adjustment Chair Walter “Bill” Hutwelker read a 
resolution of the Board of Adjustment commending Zoning Board of Adjustment member Don 
Simeneau for his untiring dedication serving the town as aZBA member. Selectman Deb Davis 
honored retiring Town Treasurer Roger Conway who has served the town in that capacity since 
March of 1984. A Selectmen’s Proclamation outlining his service and accomplishments was 
reviewed. Roger was thanked by Selectmen, on behalf of the residents of the town, for his service 
capably overseeing the deposits of the town during his tenure. Selectmen expressed gratitude for his 
unmatched commitment as steward of the town’s finances. The audience acknowledged their 
gratitude for the service given by these 3 longtime officials giving a standing ovation to all. 


Moderator Lerandeau proceeded to read the articles warned. Articles resulting from this evening’s 
meeting will be presented to voters by official ballot March 13, 2007. 


Article 1 To choose by ballot all necessary town officers including 2 Selectmen, a Town 
Treasurer, 2 Trustees of the Trust Funds, a Board of Adjustment member, 2 Planning Board 
members, 2 Old Home Day Committee members, a Library Trustee and a Sewer Commissioner. 
Candidates filed with the Town Clerk for the listed positions by February 2 shall appear on the ballot. 


The following questions to be presented to voters on March 13'* were passed by attendees at the 
deliberative session: 


Article 2 Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts 
set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth therein, totaling $ 4,911,487? Should this article be defeated, the default budget 
shall be $ 4,903,856, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous 
action of the town or by law or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with 
RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. (Recommended by 
Selectmen)
